A SHORT SENTENCE. 


The Antelope Valley Murderer Gets 
One Year. 

Immediately after court was called 
to order in Department No. 1 yester- 
day Wayne O. Wheeling, who was re- 
cently convicted of manslaughter, 
after a long and tedious trial, for kill- 


1 | ing William Tweedy, a rancher in An- 


telope Valley, was brought into the 
room and arraigned for sentence. 
When asked whether he had anything 
inst having sentence passed 
on him he replied that he had not. 
| Mr. Shinn, counsel for the defendant, 
made a strong appeal for clemency to- 
ward his client, in the course of which 
he outlined the facts of the killing and 
reviewed the trial. He dwelt at length 
upon the case made by the prosecution, 
which, he claimed. was backed up 
wealthy and influential peopie. In 
n that his client was 
a stranger and thought, should 
he be sent to prison for along term, his 


one in the courtroom, and especially 
Wheeling. After Mr. Shinn closed his 
remarks, Wheeling was ordered to 
stand up, which he did, and the Judge 
then addressed the prisoner. He said 
that if the defendant, after the shoot- 
ing, had connived with a second per- 
son todo Tweedy harm, and had re- 
turned to the blacksmith shop for that 
purpose, he would have been guilty of 
murder in the first degree, and a ver- 
dict of manslaughter would not have 
been a correct one. But neither the 
jury nor the Court believed such a 


thing. 

* if when the defendant entered 
the shop, Tweedy picked up the chisel 
in a pleasant manner, and in a jokin 
way had attempted to lay the too 
on the anvil, during which action the 
defendant had shot him, then the ver- 
dict should have been murder in the 
first degree. Such belief was not en- 
tertained by either the jury or the 
Court, or the result would have been 
different. 3 

The Judge then spoke of the firing of 
the two shots in quick succession, and 
said that if the second shot had been 
fired when the defendant saw Tweedy 
lying helpless before him, and he was in 
a condition of mind to withhold his fire, 
then also would the crime have been 
murder in the first degree. But as 
the shots were fired so closely together.“ 
said the Court,. I doubt if I was placed 
ina like position I could have con- 
trolled myself sufficientiy to have 
ceased firing.”’ 

The Judge said he believed the jury, 
by their verdict and recommendation 
to mercy, indicated that they did not 
believe him to be very guilty. and he 
held the same view and thought the 
circumstances would justify a mini- 
mum verdict. 

He therefore sentenced the defend- 
ant to imprisonment for one year in 
San Quentin.

The Mayor's Message—The City At-

CAUCUS REFORM. 


While the Australian system of vot- 
ing is along step in the direction of 
ballot reform, there still remain many 
steps to be taken in our election sys- 
tem, in the earlier stages of elections, 
before the polling place is reached. 

The initiatory stages of elections are 
found in the caucuses. It is a well- 
known fact that, as a rule, the best 
element of the American voting popu- 
lation holds aloof from caucuses, 
thus letting the “practical politicians“ 
get in their work ana run things to 
suit themselves. The evil thus done 
is hard to remedy at the polis. It may 
be said that, if one candidate is an 
undesirable person, the voter has the 
option of supporting his opponent, but 
suppose that ordinary caucus methods 
have prevailed on the otber side also. 
The voter then evidently has ob- 
son’s Choice.“ 

The need of reform in this depart- 
ment of the American electoral sys- 
tem has led to many suggestions, 
among which we notice the following, 
tram the Worcester (Mass.) Spy: 

“The system which seems best to meet all 
che requirements is substantially this: Let 


it be provided by law that at a suitable 
time before the election polls shail be 


* 


opened in each ward and kept open for two 


hours daily for five days. Each party 
which wishes to make nominations may be 
represented by its committee, which shall 
have charge of its own ballot box. A 
mixed committee should have charge of a 
check list, checking every voter, so that he 
may not, in successive visits, help to nomin- 
ate the candidates of more than one y. 
It a Republican, the voter casts his ballot 
n the Republican box; if a Democrat, in 
the Democratic. The votes should be 
coun and the result to that time an- 
nounced daily asa reminder of the fact that 
the poy are going on and as a stim- 
— * indifferent voters. Every voter 
w have a fair chance and most would 
improve it. This could not properly be 
called, an improved caucus, but rather an 
| method of nominating  candi- 
dates or a primary election.” 


The plan seems to be open to several 
objections, among others that of a lack 
of provision for new parties or combi- 
nations. It is, however, a step in the 
right direction—a direction which 
should be followed up until we have a 
better system of caucus nominations 
than that which now prevails.

COMPTROLLERS REPORT. 


National Banks Increasing Steadily 
—Their Capital and Business. 

WaSHINGTON, Nov. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The forthcoming report of 
Comptroller of the Currency Lacey covers 
the year ended October 31, 1889, at which 
time there were in existence 3319 national 
banks, the largest number since the inaug- 
uration of the system. These associations 
a an aggregate capital of $620,174,365. 
The last reports of their condition exhibit 
their resources and liabilities on September 
80th. The number reporting at that time 
was „ A summ of these reports 
shows a capital of $612,584,095, surplus of 
$197,304,731, undivided profits of $84,866,869, 
gross deposits, including amounts due 
banks, 61.950, 935,160; loans and discounts, 
$1,805,729,739, all of which items show an 
increase over any previous date, The 
amount of circulation outstanding was 
602. 782 ot which 8131,83, 334 is secured 
by United States bonds, and the remainder 
872,279,396, is represented by deposits of 
lawful money in the treasury. These banks 
held $194,927,900 in United States bonds (of 
which $146,471,700 was to secure their circu- 
lating nites), #164,326,449 of specie, and 
. of legal-tender notes. 

ithin the year 211 banks were organized, 
having an aggregate capital of $21,240,000. 
Thirty-six of the new banks were organized 
in Texas—the largest number in apy one 
State. Within the year 41 banks went into 
voluntary liquidation, and only two failed, 
leaving net additions to the system of 168, 
as against 90 last year. 

“Notwithstanding this increase,” says the 
Comptroller, “the system has not kept pace 
with the needs of the people for increased 
banking facilities. The growing tendency 
to in te under the statutes of the sev- 
eral States is not attributable to any change 
in the law affecting either national or State 
institutions, but is charged direct!y to the

The Comptrolier makes a number of 
recommendations for amendments of the 
laws governing national banks. Among 
other things a reduction of the duty on cir- 
culation is recommended, on the ground 
that the present tax is unjust to banks be- 
cause imposed on account of a privilege now 
valueless, and the revenues of the Govern- 
ment are in excess of its requirements. 
The burden of enforced deposits is felt most 
severely where the current rate of interest 
is highest, and where banks organize 
The Comp- 
troller a discussion 
of the various plans which have 
been suggested for substituting other 
securities for United States bonds as a 
basis of circulation, being of the opinion 
that consideration of propositions lookin 
to the adoption of untried measures woul 
involve delay fraught with danger to the 
national banking system in its present 
exigency. He favors a reduction of inter- 
est upon existing bonds to 2 per cent. by 
prepayment to holders of the difference 
between the 4 per cent. interest the bonds 
now Carry.

My move- 
ments are watched. The rebellion was got 
up by half a dozen Egyptian officers and 
clerks, and gradually others joined, mostly 
through fear. The soldiers, with the excep- 
tion of those at Labore, had never taken 
part in it, but bad quietly given in to their 
officers. The officers went about 1

The re- 
volting officers refused, with the result that 
Emin's enemies, the Mahdists and rebels, 
fell upon each other. The Mahdists cap- 
tured Kegaf, taking many prisoners, in- 
cluding women and children, and stores of 
ammunition. ‘he rebels attempted to take 
Regaf later on, but were again repulsed, 
The soldiers then became so panic-stricken 
that they declared they would fight no 
more unless Emin was set at liberty, which 
was done, and he was sent to Wadelai. 

A postscript dated December 18th says 
the Mahdists attacked Dufile Station for 
four days, but were driven back to Regaſ. 
They then sent to Khartoym for reinforce- 
ments. 

EMIN’S INDECISION. 

Tothis letter Stanley replies-urging the 
necessity for haste on the part of Emin and 
Jephson to come to meet him (Stanley), as

ANOTHER LETTER. 


Commission, has received another letter 
from Stanley, dated August 17th. Stanley 
says that Emin, with Selim Bey, seven 
olficers and 65 2 arrived at his camp 
on February 17th. Lieut. Stairs arrived on 
the 18th with his column from Ituri. At 
the meeting on the 18th Selim, who had 
retaken Dufile from the Mahdists, killing 
250 of them, stated on behalf of the deputa- 
tion that they had come to request time to 
allow the equatorial troops and_ their 
families to assemble at Kavalli. 
arg continues: I explained through 

min Pasha the object of my expedition, 
and offered them a promise, written in 
Arabic, to wait a reasonable time for them 
to joinme. The deputation replied that 
my offer was satisfactory. ‘They said they 
would proceed directly to Wadelai and pro- 
claim it and commence the work of trans- 

rtation. The deputation started for 
Wadelai on the 26th. Emin returned on 
the 27th with his little daughter and a cara- 
van of 144men. He and I agreed that 26 
days was a reasonable time. A month after 
Selim’s departure a letter arrived from him 
announcing that the rebels, officers an 
everybody were unanimous to depart for 
Egypt under my escort.” 

Stanley now finding great delay in 
asseinbling the 1 called a council of 
officers. It was decided to march on April 
lst. On April 5th Emin informed them 
that but few of his seryants would go. 
“Here was a disappointment,” exclaims 
Stanley. “Out of 1000 only afew were 
willing to accompany me. It was clear the 
Pasha no longer had authority.” 

CONSPIRACIES IN THE CAMP. 

“At this time,“ continues Stanley, “I dis- 
covered conspiracies in the camp. Egyp- 
tians tried to steal rifles of the Zanzibaris, 
and the number of malcontents kept in- 
r Emin had also received news of 
a bad sthte of things at Wadelai. There- 
fore I decided upon immediate action. I 
forined a square of rifles and assembled all 
the Pasha’s people within it. Those who 
refused to come were arrested and placed in 
irons, and some were flogged. They prom- 
ised religious obedience... This muster con- 
sisted of about 600 persons. On the 10th we 
started, numbering about 1500 persons. An 
intercepted letter to Selim revealed another 
plot to attack the expedition. On May 7th 
a letter was received from Selim containing 
various insolent charges against us, and an 
appeal to wait longer for them, the rebels 
having again robbed them of all their am- 
munition.“ 

Stanley replied, offering to go slowly, so 
e him, but he 
never heard any more from Selim. 

Then follows a description of the march, 
which was resumed May Sth, and the fight 
with the King of Ungoro and with the War- 
asmas. A description is given of anew 
mountain, which is estimated as not less 
than 19,000 feet high.

Historical Notes of Interest by an 
Early Settler — How the Begin- 
ning was Made — Picking Out 
Ranches the First Picnic.

ANENT the red scale, a Pasadena in- 
ventor is preparing to patent at some 
early day an apparatus that will rid us 
of this pest. It is to be known as the 
patent duplex, elliptic, artificial sand- 
storm or scale killer. Trade mark, a 
pair of scales held by a blind-tolded 
justice of peace, doing business in the 
ne of the sandstorm. The machine 
consists of a big canvas bag that fits 
over the orange tree to be treated, and 
is joined to a hopper below that in turn 
is attached to a pair of bellows of large 
size.

Napoleon 
then determined to ascend the river to 
push on to Bortsow, retake @he bridge, 
and throw another over the river in 
order to reach Wilna over the shortest 
road. Meanwhile Oudinot drove the 
Russians from Borisow, but was unable 
to prevent their burning the bridge. 
The engineers went bravely to work, 
and by dawn on November 26th anew 
bridge was completed and preparations 
made for crossing.
